Charles Street: Objectors lose 
fight to stop extra £2m spend 


AN ADDITIONAL £2mil- 
lion of public money is 
being ploughed into the re¬ 
development of Dorch¬ 
ester’s Charles Street area. 

Despite continued objec¬ 
tions, West Dorset council¬ 
lors voted to press ahead 
with the scheme which will 
see changes to the develop¬ 
ment in an attempt to make 
it viable. 

Some of the additional 
money will be used to relo¬ 
cate the Dorchester Com¬ 
munity Church from 
Acland Road to the Trinity 
Street car park. 

Other changes include re¬ 
placing a planned hotel 
with 24 open market flats 
and reducing the amount of 
underground parking at the 
site, provided that an 
equivalent number of 
spaces are created else¬ 
where in the town, possibly 
at the Fairfield. 

Council chief executive David 
Clarke said after last week’s 
stormy council meeting that 
the decision was good news 
for Dorchester.

“The project will bring 
huge improvements for the 
county town, new retail op¬ 
portunities and about 600 
jobs which could be filled 
by local people. 

“Although parking at the 
site would be reduced to 
305 spaces under these pro¬ 
posals, Simons are looking 
at how to create 179 spaces 
elsewhere, possibly by cre¬ 
ating a new deck on Fair- 
field car park.” 

Opponents have contin¬ 
ued to question the claims, 
the maths and the logic of 
the decision and say all the 
decision has done is add to 
the potential council tax 
bills of every person in 
West Dorset - with no 
guarantee of success for the 
£60m commercial scheme. 

The development so far is 
claimed to have already 
lost the town half a million 
one-hour parking spaces. 
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Objector Chris Holmes 
said it was wrong that the 
extra £2million was com¬ 
ing out of the pockets of 
local council tax payers, 
rather than from develop¬ 
ers, Simons. 

“Most of this money is to 
shift a private church off 
one central car-park onto 
another central car-park. 
This is without any public 
consultation. And this is 
without any guarantee that 
Phase 2 of the develop¬ 
ment will follow.” 

He is also upset that town 
centre car-parking spaces 
may be reduced from 506 
to 340. 

“Viability Assessment re¬ 
ports are produced regu¬ 
larly by Simons and 
handed to WDDC officers. 
Every one of the last six re¬ 
ports, which cover the past 
three years, has concluded 
that Phase 2 is not viable. 

“And, even worse, that 
the prospect of viability 
has been steadily - and is 



still - deteriorating... 

“The next elections can’t 
come soon enough.” 

Independent Dorchester 
councillor Alistair 

Chisholm said he worried 
that the decision was hand¬ 
ing a blank cheque to the 
developers, with no guar¬ 
antee that they would not 
come back and ask for 
more: “This huge sum of 
West Dorset District Coun¬ 
cil taxpayers’ money will 
still not guarantee that a 
single brick is built.”

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Mixed feelings at the opening 
of Dorchester's new cinema 


DORCHESTER’S latest 
cinema, The Odeon, was 
officially opened last week 
at a charity screening for 
the Wessex Autistic Soci¬ 
ety of the James Bond ad¬ 
venture Skyfall, by 
Downton Abbey creator 
Lord Julian Fellowes. 

The £3m Odeon build¬ 
ing, with three screens and 
more than 400 seats, is the 
first major building to 
open in the Brewery 
Square scheme. 

Developer Andrew Wad- 
worth was there on the 
evening with his daughter 
and declared it “a great day 
for Dorchester.” 

Not everyone shared his 
feelings, however, as the 
Odeon has opened to a 
Facebook campaign call¬ 
ing for local people to boy¬ 
cott it. 

More than 1,000 people 
have said they support the 
online campaign which 
also calls for continued 
support for the town’s 
Plaza cinema in Trinity 
Street. 

In his speech Lord Fel¬ 
lowes pointedly remarked 
how thrilling it was to now 
have two cinemas in 
Dorchester and added that 
he wished both success. 

Neither cinema was pre¬ 
pared to comment on the 
Facebook campaign. 

But creators of the Face- 
book page are concerned 
that the Odeon may 
threaten the long-term fu¬ 
ture of The Plaza. 

However judging by 
bookings for the Plaza this

week they have little to 
worry about - attempts to 
find a seat at any of the 
Skyfall evening sessions at 
the Plaza for the whole of 
this week showed every 
screening to be com¬ 
pletely, or nearly at capac¬ 
ity, with just an occasional 
single seat left. 

Their usual ticket cost of 
£2.50 for a 2D film in the 
week and only £3.50 at 
weekends, will undoubt¬ 
edly help and anecdotal 
evidence suggests that 
many people take advan¬ 
tage of free Dorchester 
town centre parking to 
come to the county town 
to watch a film at the 
Plaza, rather than pay 
higher ticket prices at 
Cineworld. 

The Plaza also has a con¬ 
siderable cost advantage 
over the Odeon with Sky¬ 
fall adult evening tickets 
this week selling at the 
Odeon for £7. Spaces were 
available at every showing 
on Monday. 

Comments on the Face- 
book site included this: 
“There is an argument that 
says if the Plaza is great 
why should they worry, 
but the reality is that 
Odeon is a huge multi mil¬ 
lion pound corporation, 
they can afford to operate 
at a loss for years, and not 
claw back returns until 
later on.. 


“The Plaza is a locally 
run family business, sup¬ 
ported by the Picture 
House group, but really 
embodies local, independ¬ 
ent cinema. They provide 
an amazing experience, 
with staff passionate about 
film, at an amazing price... 
“I truly hope the Plaza is 
successful, and I wish no 
ill will on the staff at the 
Odeon Dorchester, how¬ 
ever I shall not be attend¬ 
ing. Good luck Plaza.” 

But others welcomed the 
jobs and choice that the 
Odeon brings: “I will not 
boycott the Odeon -1 sup¬ 
port anything that brings 
life in to Dorchester - and 
jobs,” said one post.

EXTRA collectors are needed to ensure Dorchester re¬ 
mains one of the best towns in the country for poppy ap¬ 
peal collections. 

At the launch of this year’s appeal several long-serving 
collectors were praised for their dedication to the annual 
appeal.

But many of the collectors are now unable to commit 
as many hours as they would like and the appeal is in 
need of more volunteer collectors to work either door 
to door, or collecting at fixed points. 

In one area of the town alone, Manor Park, the appeal 
is five collectors short and next year will be eight short.

In addition to Mrs Bendall, who collects around the 
area of Whetstones in the Walks, service awards went 
to Miss Karyn Palmer who has collected for 20 years 
and Roy Fry who has collected at the County Hospital 
and elsewhere for 15 years. 

Others presented certificates or bars for their collec¬ 
tion work were Reg Hawker, Maurice Walker, Anthony 
Gannon, Keith Simmonds and there was a special 
award to Colin Parr and the Keep Military Museum for 
its ongoing support of the appeal.

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Indian campaign solidiers remembered

DORSET soldiers who lost 
their lives in an Indian 
campaign more than a cen¬ 
tury ago have been remem¬ 
bered at a service in 
Dorchester’s Borough Gar¬ 
dens. 

Twenty-three members 
of the Dorsetshire Regi¬ 
ment who died in combat 
on the North West Frontier 
were remembered by 
members of the Royal 
British Legion, the Royal 
Naval Asssociation, and 
Devonshire and Dorset 
Regiment Association at 
the Tirah Memorial. 

The memorial commem¬ 
orates those who lost their 
lives in 1897/8 following 
serious unrest on the North 
West frontier involving a 
series of attacks on forts. A 
large Field Force of 36,000 
British and Indian troops 
was sent to the region to re¬ 
store order. The 1st Devons 
and 1st Dorsets were part 
of this Field Force, 
amongst them Private Sam 
Vickery who was awarded 
the Victoria Cross for gal¬ 
lantry, the only one won by 
the Regiment. 

The memorial obelisk 
was paid for by public sub¬ 
scription and was unveiled 
in 1900 by the Earl of Ilch- 
ester. 

The service was con¬ 
ducted by the Reverend 
Canon Harold Stevens, and 
The Mayor of Dorchester, 


Andy Canning read the 
lesson. 

“I was delighted with the 
attendance of 80 people at 
the moving act of com¬ 
memoration for the 23 sol¬ 
diers of the Dorsetshire 
Regiment who lost their 
lives on the North-West 
frontier of India in 1897- 
98 near the Kyber Pass... 


The event was made all the 
more poignant by the news 
in the evening of the 
deaths of two more mem¬ 
bers of our armed forces in 
that region. It is important 
to remember with pride,” 
said Major Nick Speak¬ 
man from the Keep Mili¬ 
tary Museum, who 
organised the event. 


Museum Curator Cap¬ 
tain Colin Parr added: 
“Remembrance and com¬ 
memoration are two varia¬ 
tions of a theme that I 
believe we all should con¬ 
sider taking part in at least 
once a year. 

“Remembrance is a 
sobering occasion but it is 
an occasion where every¬ 


one can take a small 
amount of time to remem¬ 
ber all those who lost their 
lives during war and con¬ 
flict so that we can enjoy 
the way we live today in a 
free society. I remember 
the Kohima tribute which 
ends ‘For your tomorrow, 
we gave our today’! Lest 
we forget!”

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Top Tips for your Lawn this Autum 
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The next few months are very important if you want to 
create a beautiful lawn for next year. For your 
best-ever lawn.follow these five simple tips... 

Mow it Properly 

The best thing you can do for your lawn is to make sure you’re cutting 
It correctly. Many problems are caused by not mowing It often enough, then 
cutting it for too short when you do. In autumn you’ll need to mow less 
frequently than in summer as grass grows less quickly, but don't let It get too 
long. If the grass Is a little long as spring approaches, mow In a couple of 
stages - try not to cake more than a third off its length In any one cut. 

Ideally your lawn should be kept between 3cms and 4cms high. 

Collect lawn cuttings - dead grass will starve your lawn of essential water 
and light, and encourage excessive thatch and a build-up of moss. 

Make sure your lawn mower is up to the job too. Consider getting it serviced to ensure 
blades are sharp, the engine is running well and the power cable is free of any damage. 

Clear up Leaves 

Sweep up leaves regularly. If left on the bwn. they reduce the amount of light getting to the 
grass and If left for coo long, will smother the grass over the winter. This leads to bare 
patches that are vulnerable to disease in spring. Removing leaves also helps prevent moss 
as leaves allow water to settle on the lawn. 

Get on Top of the Moss 

Moss is most prolific between autumn and spring, and some lawn conditions make it more likely to thrive. 
Lawns that are compacted due to regular usage and footfall (particularly common in soil 
with a high cby content) can't dissipate water from the surface - and moss loves these damp 
conditions. Gardens with a lot of thatch are also high risk. Made up of stems, roots and 
leaves, thatch forms a mat on the lawn's surface, preventing moisture, oxygen and nutrients 
reaching the roots. Moss also loves shady conditions. If your lawn is particularly shady, 
consider re-seeding with a shade-tolerant grass seed.

Consider Mechanical Treatments 

For many lawns, mechanical treatments are the only way to prevent the build-up of moss. 

Hollow-Tine Aeration alleviates compaction and involves punching out thousands of cores 
from the lawn to allow air, water and nutrients to reach the roots. Next season, your grass 
will look thicker and healthier. Scarification uses a machine with blades and knives to reduce 
thatch. It's a much more rigorous and effective process than raking. Reduction of thatch will considerably 
improve moss levels. 

Watch Out for Common Problems 

Keep an eye out for unusual patches or discolouration of the lawn, which can indicate a fungal infection. If dealt 
with early, this is easily remedied but if ignored, can have devastating effects.

Whatever happened to localism

■ WE MAY have had doubts before, 
but after Thursday's decision by 
West Dorset District Council to put 
a further £2million into Phase 2 of 
the Charles Street project, we now 
know for certain that the much 
vaunted policy of "localism" is noth¬ 
ing more than a figleaf to hide a 
carte blanche charter for develop¬ 
ers. 

The words of our MP, Oliver 
Letwin, published on his blog 
(http://www.oliverletwinmp.eom/a 
rchives/442) are worth reading 
once again if only to enjoy the hol¬ 
low ringing sound which accompa¬ 
nies them. 

"The people primarily responsible 
for forming a vision of Dorchester 
in a plan for Dorchester ought, 
surely, to be the people of Dorch¬ 
ester . .. the power to determine 
what can and cannot be built in 
Dorchester should lie with Dorch¬ 
ester, just as the power to deter¬ 
mine what happens in Sherborne 
should lie with Sherborne.." 

In the face of local opposition, 


clearly expressed by the town 
council and reinforced by 93 per 
cent of voters in a subsequent town 
poll, WDDC bulldozed through 
their plans for new offices and will 
soon be moving intoTitanicTowers 
on Charles Street. 

Not content with riding 
roughshod over this clear expres¬ 
sion of local views, they have now 
agreed to spend another £2million 
of our money (the equivalent of 
£110 from every West Dorset 
household) to help Simons the de¬ 
veloper once again by paying for 
'preparatory'works which we were 
promised would be paid for with 
private funds found by the devel¬ 
oper. 

Not only is the public purse being 
asked to fund parts of this scheme 
that we were promised would be 
funded by the private sector, but 
the scheme itself is being altered 
very significantly. 

The hotel has gone (and with it 
many of the 600 new jobs prom¬ 
ised), car parking on the site has 


been reduced by over 150 spaces 
(the serious concerns about this 
'amendment' to the scheme ex¬ 
pressed by a leading local business 
completely ignored) and there is to 
be no comprehensive archaeologi¬ 
cal investigation into what was 
termed by the planning inspector 
as a site'of national importance'. 

I believe these profound changes 
in themselves make the scheme 
much less viable but WDDC appear 
not to consider such trifles in their 
desperate attempt to save face. Re¬ 
quests to pause and reflect on all 
the options now open to them 
were rejected and a very hasty de¬ 
cision has been made which the 
town may live to regret over the 
next few decades. 

Perhaps the most galling factor in 
the whole of this tragic affair is that 
these decisions affecting Dorch¬ 
ester have all been taken by coun¬ 
cillors representing parts of West 
Dorset outside the town.

No embarassment from our councillors? 


■ THE WDDC FULL council meeting scheduled to 
decide whether to give £2m public funds to developers 
Simons for the Charles Street development started with 
a proposition from Councillor Tim Harries to provide 
standing room for the numerous public who were left 
outside in corridors. 

A vote was taken and 33 councillors, exclusively 
Conservative, out of 48 voted to effectively deny the 
public entry. 

The same councillors then voted not to delay the de¬ 
cision, even though Councillor Robin Legg had just 
newly informed the council that the project had been 
deemed as unviable since 2009 with four further assess¬ 
ments recording increasing unviability. 

This demonstration of unity, demanded by leader 


Robert Gould to show ‘confidence’ is impressive, evi¬ 
dently powerful enough to even move a church from 
one car park to another. 

Impressive too is the lack of embarrassment or ac¬ 
knowledgement of responsibility for the financially dis¬ 
astrous project which has already forced dozens of 
shops in Dorchester’s centre out of business and leaves 
the taxpayer with the bill. 

But while cutbacks in public services continue, its in¬ 
teresting that these 33 councillors will happily use most 
of our £2m to move a church. This comes in the wake 
of news that funds to pay for new council offices are 
also £2m short of calculations.

The next elections can't come soon enough 7 


■ EVERY council-taxpaying 
household in West Dorset District 
- from Lyme Regis to Puddletown, 
from Sherborne to Chickerell - 
ought to know this: [1] Our coun¬ 
cil (WDDC) has just approved that 
an extra £2million spending on 
Dorchester's stalled Charles Street 
project will now come out of tax¬ 
payers'pockets instead of those of 
the developer, Simons. 

Most of this money is to shift a 
private church off one central car¬ 
park onto another central car¬ 
park. This is without any public 
consultation. And this is without 
any guarantee that Phase 2 of the 
development will follow. 

[2] Roger Gould (no relation to 


WDDC Leader Robert Gould), Di¬ 
rector of Dorchester's biggest pri¬ 
vately-owned store and a 
long-time supporter of the retail- 
led development scheme, now 
says: "It is inconceivable that this 
new scheme could be viable with 
a significant reduction in adjacent 
car parking spaces." 

Town centre car-park spaces are 
set to be reduced from 506 to 340. 

[3] Viability Assessment reports 
are produced regularly by Simons 
and handed to WDDC officers. 
Every one of the last six reports, 
which cover the past three years, 
has concluded that Phase 2 is not 
viable. And, even worse, that the 
prospect of viability has been 


steadily - and is still - deteriorat¬ 
ing. 

Dismissing all of the above, the 
ruling party used its majority - sev¬ 
eral of whom appeared to be grin¬ 
ning in victory (or, just possibly, in 
sheer embarrassment) - to shovel 
another £2million of our money 
into this supposedly private enter¬ 
prise zone of Charles Street. 

The vote was recorded and we 
are entitled to know which way 
every councillor voted. The next 
elections can't come soon 
enough.

Wildlife trust call for badger cull to be abandoned 


DORSET Wildlife Tmst is urging the 
Government to listen after MPs 
backed a motion to abandon the 
planned badger cull. 

The trust continues to call on the 
Government to permanently scrap the 
cull and throw its weight behind bet¬ 
ter, lower risk, ways of tackling the 
disease. 

Last Tuesday it was announced that 
pilot culling schemes in Gloucester¬ 
shire and Somerset would be delayed 
until 2013, following a request from 
the farmers carrying out the cull. 


The vote followed a five and a half 
hour Parliamentary debate, triggered 
after more than 163,000 people 
signed a petition opposing the cull. 

Imogen Davenport, Director of 
Conservation at Dorset Wildlife Tmst, 
said: “We are acutely aware of the 
hardship that bovine TB causes to 
farmers and we all want a solution to 
the problem. A cull is predicted to re¬ 
duce bTB by only 16 per cent at best, 
and could make it worse.” 

Dorset is one of 12 Wildlife Trusts 
working on badger vaccination pro¬ 


grammes as already being undertaken 
by Gloucestershire Wildlife Tmst. 

Paul Wilkinson, Head of Living 
Landscape for The Wildlife Trusts, 
said: “ A badger vaccine is available 
now and improved biosecurity meas¬ 
ures can help to reduce the spread of 
the disease. In the longer term a cattle 
vaccine can play a very real part in 
helping deal with the problem and the 
Government should now be putting 
the effort into ensuring this vaccine 
can be deployed as soon as possible.”

DIRECT from California Grandpa Banana appears at 
Dorchester Corn Exchange, the Town Hall building 
on Saturday, November 10th. Banana was the 
founder member of the legendary San Francisco Bay 
area folk rock band The Youngbloods. The band's 
classic recording Get Together sold over one million 
copies cracking the U.S. top 5 achieving gold record 
status in 1969.

Paul Blake - Paralympic memories (the conclusion) 


Brilliant Blake reflects on experience 


DOUBLE Paralympian Games London 2012 
medallist Paul Blake concludes his exclusive 
interview with View Sports Stuart Broom on 
his thoughts and aspirations in taking part in 
a Paralympic Games in his own country; cer¬ 
tainly one of the greatest moments he will ex¬ 
perience in his life. The athlete from Charlton 
Down won a silver medal in the T36 400m 
final before adding a bronze just 48 hours 
later in theT36 800m. 

In the second part of the interview, Paul re¬ 
flects on the parade through central London 
and what he thinks and hopes the huge 
media coverage of the Paralympics has done 
for disabled athletes. 

'Hopefully we have raised the 
profile of disabled athletics' 

DESPITE finishing third in the 800m race, 
where he hoped of at least a silver and which 
didn't go to plan, Blake was philosophical and 
generous in his praise of his competitors. 

"I thought I had a better chance in the 800m 
rather than the 400m, so having won the sil¬ 
ver two days earlier at the shorter distance, I 
was hoping to at least equal it. 

"I usually run a fairly fast first lap which gives 
me the momentum for the second 400m, but 
the race plan went out the window when the 
main competitors, the Russian pair Evgenii 


Shvetcov and former world record holder 
Artem Arefyev did not chase the Columbian 
Fabio Gutierraz Torres, who went off like a 
train. 

"I was tucked in behind the Russians as we 
came to the bell by which time we had caught 
him as he faded, but the pace was really slow. 
In the back straight they moved out slightly 
and I moved up the inside and took the lead; 
the noise from the crowd was deafening 
when I struck the front. 

Unfortunately I didn't have the finish in my 
legs to maintain it, and both of them came by 
me on the top bend, but I easily took the 
bronze. 

"I wish I had, I thought Gold was a possibility 
before, but on the day the best man won I 
have to say, but I just hate to lose! 

"The parade through the streets of London 
a few days later was another unbelievable ex¬ 
perience. It was a long day. We had to gather 
at 10am and the procession started at 1.30pm 
which took around two hours, and then we 
had the closing speeches outside Bucking¬ 
ham Palace, and so it was around five before 
we finished. 

"I was lucky to be on the first open top bus 
along with the likes of Jessica Ennis and Andy 
Turner, and other great names. 


"The crowds were phenomenal, from 
Billingsgate where we started and all along 
the route; at Trafalgar Square it was manic! 
The people were fantastic. 

"They weren't just calling out the big star 
names and congratulating them, we were all 
being cheered by name and asked questions. 
I just wasn't expecting the whole thing. 

At the Victoria Memorial in front of Bucking¬ 
ham Palace we all deplaned and gathered on 
the steps. I was lucky enough to be fairly cen¬ 
tral and it's not often you get to stand so close 
to the Prime Minister and the Mayor of Lon¬ 
don. 

"At a small reception for afterwards I got to 
speak with Boris Johnson who when I asked 
him about his zip-wire experience in the lead 
up to the games he laughed it off as'a bit of a 
nuisance. 

"The overall experience and the whole ethos 
of the event was much more than I expected; 
a really good experience that exceeded my 
expectations. 

"Although we won't have the nation's sup¬ 
port in Rio in 2016 as we have had here, the 
experience certainly has stood me in good 
stead and giving me an idea of what to ex¬ 
pect, and I think from an athlete's perspective 
has helped me considerably.

"This time everything was new to me, but 
being in London I had the advantage of the 
culture, language etc which helped greatly. 

"I hope that the Paralympics has not just 
benefitted disabled athletes, but has been 
good for athletics in general and shown the 
world what we can achieve. 

"I heard so many people say that they didn't 
see a disabled person, only an athlete, and I 
hope it has raised our profile and given us 
more recognition."

Angels bring Magpies to ground

TWO poor pieces of defending 
saw Dorchester Town lose at the 
Avenue Stadium for the first time 
this season. 

Despite dominating the game, 
the result saw the Magpies 
slipped from fourth to eighth 
spot in the Blue Square South. 

Two first half goals from Chris 
Piper, both following long throws, 
the second in added time, rocked 
the county town, and forced 
manager Phil Simpkin to intro¬ 
duce Ashley Nichols and Ben Wat¬ 
son, who he had been hoping to 
leave on the subs bench ahead of 
next week's FA Cup tie with Ply¬ 
mouth Argyle. 

Jon Garcia made his first start on 
the left-wing, and new AFC 
Bournemouth loan signing Jor¬ 
dan Chiedozie, son of former 
Spurs star John Chiedozie, made 
his debut up front alongside 
Jamie Reid who was in his last 
game before returning to his par¬ 
ent club Exeter City. 

Skipper Mark Jermyn, playing in 
a midfield role, almost gave the 
Magpies the lead inside a minute 
when he picked up a rebound 40 
yards from goal and thumped a 
shot that just cleared the right 
hand angle of the goal frame. 

Chiedozie had a great chance 
when he was left with a free 
header from Jake Gosling's cor¬ 
ner, but he could only direct the 
ball straight at Angel's keeper Lee 
Worgan. 

Jermyn was revelling in his mid- 
field role, and was close with an¬ 
other shot, this time a 25-yard 
drive that flashed past Worgan's 
left upright. 


Dorchester were totally in com¬ 
mand and when Garcia's cross 
found Aaran Pugh at the far post 
it was shuffled behind by Worgan 
and a defender for a corner. Cen¬ 
tral defender Charlie Clough was 
next to try his luck but his 25-yard 
effort also just went wide of the 
post after he picked up another 
loose ball. 

It looked a matter of time before 
Dorchester would score, but it 
was Tonbridge with their first 
chance on goal who took the lead 
on the half hour. 

Ross Treleaven, something of a 
Rory Delap long throw specialist, 
caught the Magpies defence nap¬ 
ping with a quick throw. 

Clough could only glance the 
ball sideways as it arrowed in, and 
the unmarked Piper on the edge 
of the area, volleyed beyond 
Jason Matthews. 

Reid who has been a disap¬ 
pointment in his final games at 
The Avenue, squandered a great 
opportunity of leaving on a high 
two minutes later. 

Gosling's pass found Chiedozie 
just wide of goal who flicked the 
ball on to Reid on the edge of the 
six yard box. But the striker took 
too long pondering the chance, 
and Flenry Muggeridge stepped 
in to clear. 

Angel's Frannie Collin fired a 
free-kick over the top after Jake 
Smeeton had pulled him back, 
before the visitors doubled their 
advantage in added time. 

Once again the home defence 
was caught out by Treleaven's 
long throw, allowing Angel's skip¬ 
per Gary Elphick to head the ball 
on to George Purcell. Although 
Matthews managed to get his fin¬ 
gertips to the striker's header, 
Piper forced the ball home. 


Jermyn suffered a head injury in 
a clash with Tom Davis, and after 
treatment continued to play on. 
However with a suspected frac¬ 
tured cheekbone, he was taken to 
hospital at the break and re¬ 
placed by Nichols who made an 
immediate impact. 

The stylish midfielder picked up 
a loose ball and found Garcia 
wide on the left. The Spaniard 
steadied himself before volleying 
a stupendous left foot angled vol¬ 
ley that ripped over Worgan and 
into the top corner. 

With the wind at their backs 
Dorchester virtually camped in 
the Angels half as they sought at 
least an equaliser to save their un¬ 
beaten record. 

Although Smeeton headed the 
ball off the line from Davis' in¬ 
swinging corner, and then Collin 
just failed to reach Purcell's driven 
cross, the Magpies were by far the 
most potent. 

Pugh driven cross was glanced 
on by Reid but it just drifted wide 
of the far post, before Jamie Glee- 
son had a good appeal for a 
penalty turned down after Wor¬ 
gan bundled him to the ground, 
and Gosling's cross from a run 
along the byeline was deflected 
behind by Elphick who nipped in 
front of Reid.

"I deliberately left Ben and Ash out 
because I didn't want to risk them 
being injured which didn't help the 
situation. 

"Jordan had his debut today and 
found it a little more difficult than he 
thought, but they (young players) 
do. 

"Football is physically hard but he 
acquitted himself okay, but we did 
look different with them (Nichols and 
Watson) on the field in the second 
half, and we didn't get the rub of the 
green, whereas before to be fair on 
occasions we have. 

"I thought Jordan worked hard but 
at the end of the day it's a big jump 
to go from youth football at 
Bournemouth into this standard, but 
he's got a good pedigree in his dad."

Unfortunately skipper Mark Jermyn 
was injured following a clash of 
heads in the first-half, and although 
it appears that he has only suffered 
heavy bruising and not fractured his 
cheekbone as first feared, at this mo¬ 
ment it is doubtful whether he will 
be fit for next week's FA Cup clash 
with Plymouth Argyle at the Avenue 
Stadium. 

"I'm obviously disappointed at los¬ 
ing, but it's not the end of the world, 
and apart from Jem we have come 
out of it without any injuries which is 
a big plus. 

Looking forward to the game that 
will be televised live on ESPN next 
Sunday (November 4th) kick-off 
4.30pm, Simpkin said: "I'm glad the 
club have done so well financially 
out of it. 

"I went to watch Plymouth at Chel¬ 


tenham on Tuesday and was quite 
impressed with them. I also thought 
the standard of the league was 
higher than I thought it would be, so 
we know we've got a game on our 
hands. However I am sure we will de¬ 
fend better than we did!" 

Simpkin admitted however that 
looking beyond the match against 
the Pilgrims, he is not so much wor¬ 
ried about his defence, it is the lack 
of goals. 

"It's no secret of the fact that I'm 
looking to strengthen in forward 
areas. I have spoken to the chairman 
who is aware of the situation. 

"I've always known that it's not 
been a particularly strong point of 
our game and I'm desperate to get 
someone in if not two as soon as 
possible. 

"We will definitely be bringing one 
in this week but he is cup tied. The 
other one is from a Conference Pre¬ 
mier club and also cup tied."
